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WE  NOMINATE 

James  Lewis  Briner  2d,  the  fourth  member  of  his 
family  to  serve  the  Borough  of  Princeton  in  an  elective 
office  and  now  "dean"  of  the  Borough  Council,  who  on 
Labor  Day — of  all  days — will  complete  his  40th  consecu- 
tive year  with  the  Princeton  University  Store.  It  was  on 
September  6,  1908,  the  same  fall  Yale's  immortal  Ted 
Coy  walloped  the  Tiger  eleven  singlehanded,  that  Briner 
switched  from  Nassau  Street  employment  to  the  campus 
cooperative  and  launched  a  career  that  has  brought  him 
into  contact  with  some  two-thirds  of  the  University's 
26,000-plus  living  alumni. 

On  the  threshold  of  Old  Nassau's  79th  year  of  foot- 
ball, this  second-generation  Princetonian  thoroughly  en- 
joys a  sense  of  "split  vision,"  for  he  can  view  the 
changing  present  through  the  immutable  past.  For  him 
candidates  for  athletic  recognition  in  1948  conjure  up 
memories  of  the  Bakers,  Caldwells,  Fairmans,  Allerdices 
and  Peterses  of  almost  forgotten  gridiron  campaigns. 
His  collection  of  memorabiha  in  the  Store's  Athletic  and 
Clothing  Department,  which  he  now  manages,  attests 
to  the  scope  of  his  friendships  and  is  reminiscent  of  the 
era  when  all  Princeton  football  tickets  were  distributed 
through  his  uncle's  famous  drugstore  at  44  Nassau  Street, 

The  grandson  of  a  Princeton  mayor  of  the  1890's  and 
the  nephew  and  brother  of  former  Council  members, 
Briner  at  age  58  is  compihng  a  remarkable  record  in 
the  sphere  of  local  government.  Over  the  course  of  the 
past  decade — ever  since  he  was  elected  to  the  Council  in 
1938  "on  my  first  shot  in  politics" — he  has  missed  exact- 
ly two  of  the  governing  body's  monthly  meetings.  Cur- 
rently holding  forth  as  the  community's  Fire  Commis- 
sioner, Briner  has  twice  been  elevated  to  the  Council 
presidency  and  has  every  intention  of  retiring  to  the 
sidelines  in  1950  upon  rounding  out  his  fourth  tertn. 

Briner,  an  active  member  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder 
Company  for  42  years  and  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  has  made  a  lifelong  habit  of 
cementing  customer-retailer  relationships.  As  busy  as  he 
might  be  during  the  Store's  rush-hours,  he  can  make 
time  for  wrapping  packages,  for  placing  orders  for 
forgetful  faculty  meimbers,  for  commenting  upon  an 
unexpectedly  high  (or  low)  examination  grade.  One  such 
chance  encounter  planted  the  seed  for  Briner's  primar)' 
avocation,  surf-fishing.  In  this  instance,  the  customer 
was  an  expert  fisherman  and  on  athletic  fields  in  the  cold 
of  winter  taught  Briner  the  art  of  casting. 

For  personifying  for  Princeton  as  a  whole  the  continu- 
ing effectiveness  of  the  traditional  Town-and-Gown 
partnership;  for  willingly  shouldering  more  than  his 
share  of  community  responsibilities;  for  knowing  that 
an  ounce  of  cheerfulness  will  go  infinitely  farther  than 
a  pound  of  indifference;  he  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for 
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Summer's  End.  By  mid-week,  Fall 
was  in  the  air  and  football  players 
were  on  University  Field.  Schools  were 
ready  to  open  on  Wednesday  and  be- 
dinked  freshmen  would  appear  next 
weekend  with  the  inevitable  look  of 
slight    bewilderment.
